Yn Paria any one can perceive the 
enorraoun increase in tho number of dram 
shops: ‘The workman is' there bofore com-; 
mencing his. labour, he is there after it is 
fished; ha resorts to it several. times 
during tho day. ’ He lives on drink, not 
solid food ';-hia thrifty habits are dying out, 
his well-dressed and model citizen looks are: 
vanishing. Notmandy hes been complete- 
ly changed—by the drink crave, Rouen is 
the capital of drinkists, Its population is 
115,000, and it consumes 110-000, 000 gal- 
luns of brandy yearly. ‘The alcohol is pre- 
ared from mangels, potatocs, cider, and 
inferior cereals ; it is brought up to proof 
by the addition of sulphuric aciti, and the- 
‘sponges,’ or ‘auns” as’ they are ‘called, 
prefer the acid compound ; that alone from 
their red fnees tickle throat and palate. 
Tho dock porters ofter a few hours’ work 
indulge in o succussion of ‘ nips’ which tot 
up to about 4 franca the quart. On market. 
days there are.men who drink cider brandy 
in large glasses, as others do beer or wine, 
and ono and o haif pinta of that alcohol 
daily, is quite a common allowance. 
1 Saturday night and Sunday aro tho great 
ng days; the rural as well as the town 
population, then are ‘fu.' On the rond 
sides, in the fields, against the street houses, 
men lio doad drunk. The women are also 
stricken by the plague: they purchaso 
reod-made coffee. 40 the dram shop. one 
part coffee and threcalechel, Dr. Trudot, 
the -medicl officor' of health, attests that 
the gonoral family ‘soup ' consists of brandy 
and bread steeped therein, alike for child- 
ren and parents. Mcthers, he adds, prefer 
punch and alcoholised wino, to'milk-toi 
the babies ; it warms them but kills. One 


élasses, and found that every pupil drank 
alcohol with his meals. . Dr. Brunon, 
another eminent local authority assorts that 
coffee and alcohol are given to babies even 
before a month old, and continued till aged 
three years, Thore are Gne country luds 
aged 18 to 26, who arrive in Rouen to acek 
employment, and who can easily carn 
12 to 15 francs per day.

EMBLEMS OF GOOD LUCK. = 


There are few customs so wideaproad, 
saysetho ‘American Horse Breeder, or that 
have so Jong existed as the nailing of a 
horseshoe over the door with the idea that 
it will prove a protection against evil spirits 
and -bring good luck. It is a very oncient 
custom, hut in the many different countries 
where tt long se obtained « foothold there 
appear to have been seyeral widoly different 
points of origin. The reasons most com- 
monly assigned for the horseshoe heing 50 
generally adopted. as nn emblem of good 
luck ave its shape, its having -been warn by 
So fortunate sn animal as the horse, and 
that it is made of iron. Popular supersti- 
tion has Jong endowed iren with protectin; 
proporties fur beyond what are attribute 
to any othor metal, though most matals are 
popularly belioved to have these propertics 
to some deyres. Many believe it te he just, 


stones, the beautiful fire opal being quite 


conditions ag very unluoky, while the flint, 
though almost identical in compositivn, 
hardnoss, and othor general oharacteristics, 
is looked upon in much the same light as 
the-hovseshes, In. many sections, partl:

titre were 1aade and sold expressly for put- 
ting up over the doors. 

n the mythology of England, horses 
were looked ‘upon .as luck bringérs, which 
may have arisen from the fact that when- 
ever great dangers have menaced it -has 
been the horse more than all other animals, 
not only in England but in all other civilis- 
ed countries, that has aided in escape. In 
Yorkshire it is still thought that discaso 
may be cured ‘by burying a Horse alive, 
which has occasonally been done.
